PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The Tientsin correspondent of the North China Herald writes 
as follows :-— 

In my last letter I gave you information of an outrage which 
had been committed upon four students of the British Legation, 
and a student of the German Legation, Herr von Mollendorff, at 
a temple forty miles distant in a westerly direction from Peking. 
Previous to that attack, I have learnt, Dr. and Mrs. Bushell, of 
the British Legation, were stoned in the streets of Peking. On 
the 4th July Mr. Waeber, H.I.R.M.’s Consul at Tientsin, stated 

ublicly that he had just received tidings from Peking that Mr. 
psey, the Chinese Secretary of the Russian Legation, while 
Maree on horseback along a street in Peking which foreigners 
ad been hitherto roe in the habit of traversing perfectly un- 
molested, he was attacked by Chinese, and knocked off his pony 
by a blow received from a brick thrown at his back. A few 
days ago the Rev. Mr. Barrodale und wife were pelted with mud 
by villagers when at a place about twenty miles distant from 
-Tientsin. These undeniable facts prove to the foreign world that 
at present there exists amongst the Chinese populace of this part 
of China a hostile feeling towards foreigners. 

If the Chinese Cabinet had been only endowed with common 
sense (together with the necessary honesty) to have promulgated 
to the people of China by an Imperial Edict, and by prdsinenn: 
tions issued by the Governors-General of the provinces, that Mr. 
Wade, Her Majesty’s Envoy, had the kindness and friendship 
to use his good offices to save China from getting into a war 
with Japan when she was quite unprepared to do so, we should 
not, perhaps, at the present hour be witness to the Chinese 
population every now and then committing outrages on British 
subjects and other foreigners in the north of China. I have, it 
will be noticed, said perhaps ; for as everything in China is 
almost always contrary to what we see and experience in 
Europe, it may, after ail, be quite probable that the committing 
of outrages on British subjects is the national Chinese manner

Whether the 
unfriendly spirit which the Chinese are exhibiting means any- 
thing definite, or whether it is purely accidental, remains to be 
seen. Itis at any rate sufficiently like earnest to need very 


er curbing. 

I hear that Herr von Brandt, the German Minister, gives a 
hebdomadal banquet to the chiefs of the Tsung-li Yamun, which 
I may say is quite a new feature in diplomatic life in Peking. 
Being a bachelor, he can easily and conveniently forward the 
interests of his country in this manner. I further hear that the 
Chinese Government have made a large purchase of needle rifles 
from the Prussian Government, which they (the Prussian Govern- 
ment) no longer require, as they have armed their forces with a 
new kind of rifle superior to the needle. 

A short time back I was told that Mr. Hart, Inspector-Ge- 
neral of Customs, when last at Tientsin, arranged with Li Hung- 
chang for the purchase of fifty or sixty large Armstrong cannon. 
I have further been told that Herr von Brandt sent a letter to 
Mr. Avery, the U.S. Minister, expressing it as his opinion that 
Mr. Sheppard had acted properly in not allowing Mr. Twinem, 
the Commissioner of Customs at this port, to sit with him when 
investigating the Shantung steamer collision case. 

On the 4th July his Excellency Ting Jin-chang sent his cards 
to the Consuls at Tientsin, informing them he had arrived, but 
was too unwell to call, which meant that he had arrived and was 
prepared to receive their calls. 

n the 8th July the Viceroy accepted the resignation of Dr. 
Macartney, as manager and superintendent of the Nanking Ar- 
senal, which was established and built up by his indefatigable 
efforts. The resignation was offered some time since, and was 
made in consequence of some disagreement with the mandarins 
connected with the institution. Dr. Macartney’s retirement will 
be a serious loss to the Chinese,

Judgment has been delivered by H.M. Consul in the case for 
compensation brought against Captain Brown, of the Ocean, on 
behalf of the representatives of the ngers and crew drowned 
in the collision with the “using. No further evidence was ad- 


| duced ; but the Ocean having, in consequence of her release on 


bail in another suit, received her papers from the Shipping office: 
of H.B.M.’s Consulate, and taken her departure for Newchwang, 
Mr. Drummond, on behalf of the plaintiffs, said he was instruc- 
ted to state that they would hold the British Government re- 
sponsible for the claims now made !—Mr. Hannen, for Captain 
Brown, said he had appeared in the Court solely out of respect 
to the Consul ; but, not acknowledging his jurisdiction, would 
not offer any defence.—The Court decided that Captain Brown 
was Dlamable for the collision which caused the loss of life, and 
adjudge:| him to pay Tls. 300 to the families of each of the 
twenty-four officials drowned, and Tis. 100 to those of each of 
the thirty-eight servants and crew. ‘lhe fact of the Fusing 
being also to blame did not relieve the responsibility of the 
other ; and the master of the Ocean, being blamable, was liable. 
Both parties to pay their own costs, The Court expresses an 
opinion that the damage sustained by the relatives of those 
drowned exceeds the sum awarded, and it is, in fact, said that 
the C.M.S.N. Company has had to make good, to the families of 
the drowned officials, damages to the extent of Tls. 24,000. 

The steamer Ocean has at last got away. We published last 
week the decree of the Chief Judge, fixing the amount of her 
bail. This was given, and she left on the 10th July for New- 
chwang. When it became known that she had been released by 
the Supreme Court, and had cleared for Newchwang, the parties 
interested in the then pending suit in the Consular Court wanted 
the Tsoutai to despatch a gunboat to arrest her. His Excellency, 
however, had the discretion to see that he would be putting him- 
self in the wrong by such a proceeding, and declined. The 
Taoutai was advised by Her Majesty’s Consul, directly news 
reached him that the idea had been mooted, that the proceeding 
would be a mistake; but he had already seen it in that light, 
and had negatived the proposal. We almost regret he did not 
act upon it. It would have brought the persecution to aclimas. 

A discreditable incident happened on the 15th July at the 
Mixed Court, during the hearing of a suit brought by Mr. D. 
M. Henderson against a Chinaman, to recover the Tls. 10,000 
which were recently the subject of inquiry at the U.S. Consular 
Court. The defendant in the original suit, Mr. J. K. Thorndike, 
was present, and, it is alleged, becoming irritated at something 
said by Mr. Henderson in his evidence, struck him a violent blow 
on the head with an umbrella. The incident occasioned sume 
excitement, and Mr. Thorndike was required to leave the Court. 
He went away, and so far the matter ended, but we hear it isto 
be the subject of investigation in another court. 

A clever capture of two deserters from the U.S. gunboat 
Saco, now at Yokohama, has been made in this Settlement 
Among the items of news copied into the North Chtna Daily 
News from the Japan Herald, received by last. mail, was one 
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thas effect that a ship’s ‘y's corporal and a seaman had stoke a con- 
siderable sum in dollas, deserted, and had not since been heard 
ef. This put the authorities at the U.S. Consulate here on the 
alert ; and the Marshal, Phcenix, with P. C. Boysen, of the 

municipal police, kept a ‘look-out for arrivals from Japan. On 
beard the next Mitsu-Bishi steamer, the Takasago Maru,two men 
were found whose appearance excited suspicion that they were 
the runaways. They were accordingly arrested, when they gave 
the names of Frank Moore and Henry Rogers, "both afterwards 
found to be fictitious. On the way to the Consulate the one calling 
himself Rogers asked what he was arrested for, and was told by 
Boysen that he would know in due time. He hesitated a mo- 
ment, and then said, “I suppose it will be two years for us,” 
adding that he had had the custody of the mess money on board 
the Saco, had asked leave to go ashore, was refused, and then 
made up his mind to desert, which he did, taking the mess money 
with him. Afterwards, at the other prisoner’s persuasion, he 
left Yokohama for Shanghai. Their real names are Nathaniel 
Sprague and Henry ‘I'weston. The man Meyers, who was re- 
cently sly competed of obtaining by false pretences, had also 
served on board the Saco; and on the two men being taken to 
the cells, they were, to their great surprise, greeted by their real 
names by their former shipmate, whose incarceration was pre- 
viously unknown to them. They are remanded for communica- 
tion with the U.S. naval authorities. 

A cunning native has inaugurated a new way of putting 
brags dollars in circulation in this settlement. He went into a 
shop and purchased rice to the value of $3, telling the shop- 
keeper to send his coolie with him, and he would pry the money 
on reaching home. After proceeding some distance, he told the 
eoolie he would pay him them, and take the rice home himself. 
The coolie, of course, took the dollars, which were found by his 
master to be excellent imitations in ’plated brass. It further 
appears that the sharper was successful in a like manner in two 
ether instances. The police were set to work, and he was ap- 

hended and taken before the Mixed Court, where, in consi- 
deration of his age, he was only fined $100, and to be kept in 
prison until the money is paid. 

Messrs: Kelly and Co. advertise a “Confucian Copy-book,’ 
which is likely to be useful to beginners in Chinese. The copies 
are composed of the radicals only ; there are seven parts, each 
eontaining thirty-eight characters, which are repeated, copy-book 
fashion, in red ink on a number of es, and the student is 
sds pa to paint these over with tae To quote from the 

“The natives learn to write by the use of similar books, 
racing these red lines with black ink, under the direction of a 
teacher. Their copy-books, however, are selections from their 
elassics, and possess none of the advantages of this system, 
When one has learned to write the radicals with freedom, he can 
readily combine thera to form other characters ; common sense, 
therefore, points to the use of what the author has been pleased 
to term the ‘Confucian Copy-book.’” 

A collision has occurred in the Peiho, between the steamers 
Punching and Shantung. Our informant states that the Shan- 
tung was at anchor at 9 p.m. on the 7th July, at the Nine Forts, 
the night being very dark and squally. At about 10 p.m. the 
Yunching, while coming down the river, struck her stem on, cut- 
ting through the water ways and plates and doing serious dam- 
age. The Yunching’s stem is also very much injured. Both 
vessels have arrived here, and will undergo immediate repairs. 

The C.M. steamer Lee Yuen, which left on the 13th July, 
bound to the Northern ports, returned next day, having been in 
collision with a junk about forty miles to the northward of 
Shaweisham. The crew of the junk, with their effects, were 
taken on board the steamer, and the junk was abandoned, still 
afloat, it being deemed impossible to take her in tow. The junk 
was passed by the steamer Shangtung on the 15th July, still 
afloat, with a aaaten of other junks hovering around, apparently 
bent upon plunder. The Lee Yuen has been placed in the Old 
Dock. The result of her collision with the junk is a perpendicular 
iad about. four feet i in length, on the port bow, be bela ow the water

The Mitsu Bishi steamer Kanagawa Maru (formerly P. and | 
Q. steamer Madras) struck on a sunken reef between Ca 
mi and Kanonsaki Point, about twenty miles from Yokohama. 
into which port she was towed by another steamer of the same 
eompany. She appears, however, to have sustained no damage 
of moment, and has since left for Shanghai, in schedule time. 

A meeting has been held at Hankow to arrange for the ap- 
pointment of a Chaplain. The Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel have promised to send one, on the community’s gua- 
rantee. of £300 a year. Residents are beginning to breathe, 
after their apprehension of a flood. The water seems to be sta- 
ava if not falling slightly. 

Cool pleasant weather, together with a brilliant moon, led to 
a large turnout in the Gardens on the occasion of the third con- 
eert this season of the Wind Instrument Society, the attendance 
being more than usually numerous. The selections were excel- 
lent, and it was acknowledged that the band has seldom been 
heard to better advantage. 

The Supreme Court vacation will begin on the lst August, 
and continue till the 1st October. 
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The subjoined additional items of intelligence are from the 
Celestial Empire :-— 

The principal event of purely local interest has been the 
sojourn among us of the Rev. Sholto Douglas, Vicar of All 
Saints’, Derby, who has been holding three services a day at 
Union Chapel, the Cathedral, and the Lyceum Theatre during 
the past week. The evangelistic meetings at the Lyceum 
Theatre, at six o'clock, have been very numerously attended by 
all classes, and have left a deep impression on the minds of 
many who have taken advantage of them. It is impossible for 
us to give our readers either a catalogue of the services that 
have been held or a detailed description of their nature ; but 
we may content ourselves with remarking that the past week is 
one that will be long remembered in the annals of Shanghai, 
longer still in the history of many of our fellow residents. 

We are informed that a commencement is to be at once made 
with the erection of meeting and reading-rooms, in connection 
with the Polytechnic Institution, upon their new property, 
which has been regularly transferred to the committee. We 
are sincerely glad to hear that this excellent scheme is now 
about to be practically carried into effect, and may add a hope 
that the initiatory steps which are now being taken will lead to 
a further contribution of funds. 

At Hankow early in the morning of the 13th July the water, 
as given in the report of the steamer Hankow, was at a height of 
forty-five feet, and was supposed to be slowly rising at the rate 
of about an inch per diem. This, however, appears not to have 
been the case, as the F'ychow, which started on her downward 
voyage at about the same hour on the 14th July, reports the 
height at that time as forty-four feet eleven inches, from which 
it appears that the maximum has been reached, and that the 
water is commencing to subside. 

On the 30th June the German corvette Ariadne ried at 
Newchwang from Tientsin with Mr. Bismarck, Consul for the 
three Northern Ports, on board. She left subsequently for 
Chefoo, where she will remain for the summer montha. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
SHANGHAI, JULY 17. 

The plot seems thickening here, and our “able Minister ” is 
evidently being duped by the wily Chinese diplomatists. He 
is a mere child in their hands. When Mr. Disraeli was inter- 
rogated in the House of Commons on the murder of Mr. Mar- 
gary, he said that our Minister, of whom he could not speak 
too highly, had made demands on the Chinese Government, which 
they had acceded to. We are now four and a half months after 
the death of Margary, and the Chinese Government have done 
nothing beyond a pointing a man_ to investigate a disturbance 
in Yunnan. Mr. Wade is here still, and is doubtless in corre- 
spondence with the Chinese Government at Peking, but he might 
as well be at Timbuctoo. He sent up Messrs. Grosvenor and 
Baber to Hankow, but they have returned, the commissioner 
not having arrived there, and, in fact, is not now expected for 
some time, if he even turns up at all. It seems to me childish 
to expect the Chinese Government to punish their officers for 
obeying their own orders, and Mr. Wade has put his country in 
a false position by making such a demand. If the Chinese are 
to give reparation for this atrocious murder, it cannot be done 
in this way, and must be exacted by an armed force on our side. 
Without thisitis useless negotiating withthe Chinese Government. 
They will promise anything, but never perform their promises. 
Another very discreditable ‘affair to our authorities is the pro- 
secution of the captain and owners of the steamer Ocean at the 
instigation of the Chinese. After commencing a suit in the 
Admiralty Court for running down the Fusing in a fog, the 
Judge, Sir E. Hornby, condemned the Ocean to pay half the 
value of the Fusing and cargo, the whole value of the engers’ 
effecta (valued at £13,000, or Tls. 45,600), the effects of a Chinese 
passenger generally consisting of a mat, pillow, and rug, value 
$14. It subsequently transpired that Sir E. Hornby 1 had no 
power to make the Ocean pay more than £8 a ton, although his 
decree would have carried three times the value of the Ocean, or 
six times the amount he was entitled to grant under the Mer- 
chant Shipping Act. But that Act seems to have been unknown 
to him and the lawvers. 

Not satisfied with this, the Chinese commenced a suit before 
the Consul and Taeutal as a Mixed Court, and the Consul 
awarded Tis.

If this is cor- 
rect, is not Mr. Wade culpable in sending two of his attachés 
with their lives in their hands to Yunnan, to be basely mur- 
dered like Margary, trusting to the broken reed of Chinese 
protection, already found wanting in Margary’s case, and many 
others. Should those gentlemen be murdered by the Chinese, 
Mr. Wade will be looked upon as morally guilty of their deaths. 
When, oh when, will our ciplomatists awaken to the true 
character of the Chinese Government, steeped in lies, murders, 
massacres, duplicity, squeezing, breaking treaties, and villannies 
beyond counting ? Now is the time to open the country, seize 
Formosa, march a force into Yunnan, and the thing is done. 

P.S.—It is said that Mr. Wade promised the Chinese to arrest 
the Oceana second time, but hesitated, and gave it up at the last 
moment. The Consul detained her papers for over a day anda 
half after she was cleared at the Customs, which confirms this 
statement.

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FOOCHOW. 
The subjoined items of intelligence from this port are taken 
from the Foochow Herald :-— 


The Imperialist forces in Formosa are said to be in a state of 
utter demoralisation. The men appear to have lost all confi- 
dence in their officers—who are for the most part rank cowards. 
The aborigines are quite secure in their own territory, into 
which the Chinese troops dare not follow tham. The Viceroy 
has, we are informed, written to Captain McMahon expressing 
his high approval of the soldier-like appearance of the troops 
under his command. His Excellency at the same time sent a 
Chinese dagger, a couple of chop sticks, and two silk embroi- 
dered tobacco pouches as marks of his esteem. 

A very rare phenomenon has occurred here, viz., a lunar rain- 
bow. The brightest aspect was shortly after 11 p.m., when the 
moon, being very clear, reflected her effulgence on the rainbow 
arch. The direction of the rainbow was S.E.to N.W. The re- 
markable appearance is so exceptional that the Chinese consider 
it the inauguration of “happy times to come.” Some hopes, 
then, for first crop teas. 

A rather good story is current anent a certain tea broker at 
this place, who, in disposing of a particular parcel of tea, on 
what he considered favourable terms for the buyer (z.¢., not more 
than 14d. per lb. above London value), gave the strange reason 
that the teaman was about to die chop-chop, and was anxious 
before taking his departure from this vale of tears to get out of 
stock. Who will say after this that Chinamen are not practical 
men of business ? 

We are informed that instructions have been received by the 
Provincial authorities from the 7'sung li Pamen, requesting that 
a gunboat should be sent, without delay, to the Loo choos; for 
what object we are unable to ascertain ; but it is surmised that 
there is some difficulty pending in regard to the payment of the 
customary tribute. 

It is reported that the Provincial Government shortly expect 
an ironclad man-of-war from Europe. The question arises—what 
will they do with it? We incline to the opinion that it will 
prove an expensive and by no means pretty toy. Something 
fike the Arsenal—a white elephant.

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HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 24th July; 
no later mail from London had been received. The following 
items of intelligence are from the Hong Kong Daily Press :— 
Mr. J. M. Price, the Surveyor-General, has submitted to the 
Government a report on the water works extension. Two alter- 
rative projects—the high level and low level—are given, “the 
first on a smaller scale a the second, and both of considerably 
less magnitude than the original scheme submitted by me in 
1873.” The high level project consists of “a plan for bringing 
the Tytam stream into town from the 500 foot level without 
the aid or cost of any reservoir.” Its estimated cost is £39,000. 
The low level project is “a plan for a reservoir on the 400 foot 
level, nearly upon the same site as that proposed in 1873, the 
water being conveyed direct into town by means of a tunnelled 
conduit under the dividing ridge of the island in lieu of by a sur- 
face conduit winding round the hillsin search of tributary streams.” 
Tts estimated cost is £122,600. Mr. Price thus compares the two 
schemes :—“ The most practical way to judge of the true money 
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value of the water to be had under the two schemes now before 
us, and therefore the best way to test Uneir respective merits, 
is not to rush at once to the lump sums shewn in the esti- 
mates, but to take the gallon and find what this measure will 
stand us at under each. The upper project gives us 62 million 
gallons for £39,000, the lower 283 million patlona for £122,800

his ship, has been sentenced by the Marine magistrate to one 
month’s hard labour at the request of the captain.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 31st 
July; no later mail from London had arrived out. We take 
the following items of intelligence from the Straits Times :-— 

The estimates for 1876 have been drawn up by the Colonial 
Treasurer, the Hon. Mr. Willans. They are in the usual form, 
and are ee by twomemoranda explaining the differences 
between the Estimates of Revenue and Expenditure for 1875 
and 1876. As compared with the estimated revenue for the cur- 
rent year the estimated revenue for 1876 shows a falling off of 
328,851. This is mainly owing to the transfer of the Singapore 
markets to the Municipality, to the profit on copper coin sup- 
plied in 1874 fallin 
in iuterest on aaepls funds which have been spent on Public 
Works. There is an increase, estimated for 1876, on Licenses, 
Harbour Dues, Postage, Fines, Fees of Ottice, Reimbursements 
and Special Receipts amounting in all to $42,769, and a decrease 
on Land revenue, Rents, Stamps, Sale of Government Property, 
and Interest, including profit on copper coin amounting 


in all to $71,620, and the difference between these two | 


sums makes up the deficiency in the revenue. Turning 
to the estimated Expenditure for 1876, we find that it is 
less than 1875 by $52,074.

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last, we should like to know whether the Registrar General is

On the 2ist July a native schooner, or tongkang, named the 
Hawk, commanded by Nacodah Mahrassah Aboobakar, and 
manned by a crew of nine men (eight Klings and one Malay), 
cleared trom this port for Deli, Sumatra, with a cargo of planks 
and twenty-two Chinese passengers. These twenty-two pas- 
sengers were able-bodied coolies, of the Macao and Teo Chew 
tribes, who had been engaged for service on a plantation in 
Deli, and over them was placed a guard of six armed Manila- 
men. Each of the coolies had received $30 advance, paid 
down after they were safe on board the vessel. After 
leaving the harbour some dispute arose between the coolies, 
and the schooner returned to this ly when inquiries 
made by the Master Attendant proved that the only apparent 
disagreement was between some of the coolies themselves, which 
having been settled, they expressed their perfect willingness to 
adhere to their agreement. The schooner left again on the 
22nd, and everything went on quietly until next day, the vessel 
being then otf Pulo Cocob,some miles beyond the Carimons, when 

at once, and without warning, the coolies mutinied, and a 
scene of bloody strife and carnage ensued. The guard of Ma- 
nila men were taking their meal on deck, having their arms be- 
| side them, when the Chinamen rushed upon them and succeeded 
| in getting hold of some of the weapons, and afterward obtained 
| possession of the vessel, which was subsequently run ashore at 
' Ayum Dinat, in the territory of Johore. Nothing was known 
here of the mutiny, but Captain Dunlop, Inspector-General of 
Police, having been informed on the 24th July that some of the 
coolies had heen seen in Singapore, had his suspicions at once 
awakened, and, later, the police succeeded in getting three of the 
| Chinamen, all of whom proved to be wounded. Captain Dunlop, 
| now convinced that there had been foul play, proceeded out to 
| the westward on the 24th July in the Government steam launch, 

to obtain tidings of the vessel, but returned late in the evening 
without having made any further discovery. On his return, 
however, he found that two of the crew, a Malay and a Kling, 
' had arrived and given information of the mutiny, and were able 
to describe pretty nearly the whereabouts of the vessel. 
| Early on the morning of the 26th July Captain Dunlop started 
‘out again in the launch, and on reaching Ayam Dinat the 
schooner was found lying high and dry ona sandbank. From 
all that could be gathered from the survivors, it appears that at 
the first alarm the eight Kling sailors sprang overboard in the 
most abject cowardice, and the Malay took refuge in the 
Nacodah’s cabin, where he remained hidden while the bloody 
work was going on, leaving the six Manila men to fight out the 
battle unaided. The wounds inflicted upon those of the China- 
man who have been retaken, and thescene presented by theschooner 
itself, bear testimony how faithfully these six men endeavoured 
to fulfil their trust, and how terrible and sanguinary must have 
been the struggle ere the Chinamen could master them. The deck,

Dunlop, assisted by a guard of police. There is little doubt the 
uprising was premeditated from the very outset, and that these 
twenty-two ruffians engaged themselves merely to obtain the ad- 
vance of $30, but this being paid only after they were on board 
and under an armed guard prevented their escape until such 
time as they could surprise their watchful keepers. This pre- 
sumption is strengthened by the significant fact that not one of 
all the gang had a box or baggage of any sort, though they were 
perfectly well aware they were bound for a place for which an 
outfit was indispensable. We understand that the offence having 
been committed within the Maharajah’s jurisdiction,'the prisoners 
will probably be all handed over to the Johore authorities for 
trial and punishment. 

Weare glad to find that the Governor has recognised the 
necessity of not confining his attention to the Western States of 
the Malayan Peninsula, but has recently paid a visit to the; 
Eastern States also. This, we believe, has not been done since Sir 
Harry Ord went to Pahang, Tringanu, and Kalantan in 1872, 
since when they have been practically lost sight of ; for, if we 
except the trip of Sir Andrew Clarke to Pahang last year, the 
Governor has never kept up the acquaintance that was then 
established. Although these States are less known than those 
on the other side of the Peninsula, which have the advantage of 
lying in the direct line of traffic, yet the quiet and order which 
they have enjoyed for some time past have led to a degree 
of prosperity which at the first glance is surprising. The account’s 
which we have received of the Governer’s visit give a most 
gratifying picture not only of the friendly disposition of Chiefs 
and people, but of a general prosperity and contentment preva- 
lent which is in strong contrast to the stories of desolation which 
the British Residents have had to tell of the States on the West 
Coast. His Excellency appears to have received everywhere a 
warm and cordial welcome from all the Rajahs.

The various reports of tigers roaming about Singapore are 
now treated almost as yarns only fit for a marine.

The Singapore Rifle Association have held another competition 
at the Rifle Range on the Race Course. The competitors were 
allowed five shots at each range of 200 and 400 yards, members 
of the Singapore Volunteer Corps and civilians using the Snider, 
and the military the Henry-Martini. There were about ninety 
competitors, and fourteen prizes were distributed, of a total value 
of $25. The first prize, as at the last match, fell to Sub-Lieut. 
Drennan, of the S. V. C., who fired with the Snider.

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The September number of the Cornhill contains an interesting 
paper, entitled “The Building of the Bridge: A Chinese Le- 

end.” The bridge referred to is that over the river Min, which 
18 believed to be the longest one in China, and the story gives 
the mythical account of its construction. At the conclusion of 
the last chapter we find that its founders agreed to call it “‘ The 
Bridge of Ten Thousand Ages,” because “for ages and ages it 
will seem to remind people how tender, loving, and pitiful is the 
Goddess of Pity and Love,” in whose honour they had built it as 
a thank-offering for assistance one of them had received from her 
in the time of peril. In a prefatory note the writer of the paper, 
who uses the initials ‘‘ H.E.W.,” remarks that “the value of the 
tale consists in the insight it affords into the curiously grotesque 
character of the Chinese imagination, when brought to bear upon 
objects the origin of which appears too magnificent to have 
been produced without supernatural agency.” Amongst a num- 
ber of entertaining papers Chambers’s Journal contains one giv- 
ing a tolerably full account of “ Edible Birds’-nests.” As he is 
not quite accurate in his conversion of piculs into pounds, and 
for one or two other reasons, we are inclined to look with some 
suspicion on the statistics furnished by the writer of the article ; 
but, nevertheless, he manages to convey a good deal of informa- 
tion. He mentions a fact which will hardly be good news to 
those Chinese who consider birds’-nest soup as a valuable stimu- 
lant. It seems that Professor Troschel, of Bunn, has made an 
analysis of the nests, and “he finds that the material does not 
consist of specially nourishing or stimulating substances, but is 
quite similar in constitution to any animal saliva.” Considering 
the price he pays for these dainties, this information ought to 
cause the thrifty and practical Chinaman to reflect on the folly 
of indulging the absurd taste. 


Fifteen months have elapsed since the competitive essays on 
the subject of British Opium Policy, and its Results to India and 
China were sent in for adjudication, and the names of the prize 
winners of £200 and £100 have not yet been announced. We 
have no desire to hurry the decision, but, as Sir Bartle Frere, 
one of the adjudicators, proceeds to India in the retinue of the 
Prince of Wales next month, it would be satisfactory to know 
whether he and his colleagues, Sir Charles Trevelyan and Sir 
Louis Mallet are likely to make the awards before his departure, 
or wait until he returns to England some eight months hence. 
We may be quite sure that Mr. Pease, the munificent donor of 
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the prizes, is ready to hand the amounts over to the successfu 1 
competitors immediately the decision is given ; and, after wait - 
ing such a time, it would be only courteous to the numerous es- 
sayists that their suspense should no longer be prolonged. In 
connection with this subject are the transactions of the “ Anglo- 
Oriental Society for the Suppression of the Opium Trade,” which 
apparently have ceased, since the debate on the Opium Question 
in the House of Commons on the 25th of June. Moreover, the 
organ of that Society, the Friend of China, after giving a report 
of the debate zz exrtenso, last July, has no issue for August, and 
we understand none will appear until the middle of October. 
On these points some authoritative statement should appear, ex- 
plaining the causes of this long delay. 


Mr. J. F. Dickson, of the Ceylon Civil Service, has in the 
press, for the Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society, an edition of 
the “ Patimokkha,” or Confession Service of the Buddhist priests. 
Mr. Dickson is the first European who was ever present at one 
of these services, and in his preface he gives a full account of 
the »vroceedings.

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 1. 

We are in the season when every Party has its congress. The 
warp and woof of all discussion is, as Shakespeare describes it, “ Past 
and to come seem best, things present worst.” Our literary men have 
met at Maastricht. The h of the middle-class schvols are debating 
about their interests in this town. The lawyers are in congress at 
Rotterdam, and the members of the Institut de Droit International have 
assembled at the Hague. The papers are filled with reports of the mat- 
ters with which these Congress members are dealing. The most inter- 
esting debates have been those of the “ Institute of Ghent.” The 
speeches displayed extraordinary learning, and the reports were must 
valuable although at the same time terribly abstruse. Learned people 
from all parts of Europe have met there. Bluntschli, Parieu, Laveley, 
Rolyn Jacquemins, Dudley Field, Travers Twiss, Marquardsen, and 
a large number of other well known men. Bluntschli, an eminent man 
of most agreeable address, delivered the opening speech, Mr. Moncini 
being absent, whilst the Minister of the Home Department received and 
welcomed the members. His colleague, the Minister of the Department of 
Justice, attended the meetings of “the men of the law” in the Maese- 
town, where more than a hundred were tugether. The principal ques- 
tion discussed by them was that of the circonstances alténuantes. Ac- 
cording to the opinion of some, the law should fix a minimum and 
a maximum of punishment; but there were others who pleaded that 
the judge may exercise compassion, whilst the majority defended the 
principle that the law chould only fix a maximum of punishment, be- 
cause there are cases in which even murder deserves less punishment than 
robbery. The commission charged with the task of drafting a new penal 
code adhered to the principle of a minimum and a maximum. me 
days ago this draft was published ; and it is a very voluminous book. 
It gives much satisfaction that this commission, after having worked 
for only five years, is ready with its repurt, although we may have to 
wait perhaps another five years before it will have become law. So far 
back as 1829 it was urged in Parliament that the Code Napoléon 
should be replaced by a new system of national law, but nothing 
has been done. In 1838 we obtained a new national civil code 
but no corresponding penal code. The Jatter was only al- 
tered in 1854, when Mr. Donker Curtius abolished flogging and 
branding ; and in 1870 another Minister of the Department of Justice, 
Mr. Lilaar, took the initiative in the abolition of capital punishment ; 
but we were not delivered from a legislation which was and still is a 
disgrace to the nation. We were never so far as now on the right way, 
for there is at least a chance that we may see the last of the Code 
Na n, Wehave at any rate the basis of a new system, but, as I 
have already stated, an enormous distance extends between a draft 
scheme and its fulfilment. It is not the first time we have had good 
prospects of a change. On several occasions a Bill has been laid before 
the Chamber with the same object. In 1862, in '63, in ’64, in ’65, in 
‘67 this was done, and without result. 

The greatest dulness prevails onthe Bourse. Though the rate of dis- 
count is very, very low, and money most abundant, there is no specula- 
tive demand whatever. Our national funds share the prevailing 
quietude. The quotation of the Dutch-India Trading Bank has ad- 
vanced 4 per cent., and for the Netherlands-India Railway Company’s 
shares there has been some demand, which has exercised a favourable 
influence on prices. There are some unfavourable rumours circulating 
with reference to the Steamship Company Java. I cannot ascertain 
any confirmatory facts, but so much is without doubt, that the price 
of the shares has fallen 10 per cent. A Jull has also prevailed in trans- 
actions in the shares of the Company-Nederland. Some days ago the 
‘Sumatra Tobacco Company” was established here, with a capital of 
f.200,000. The managers of this company are Messrs. J. M. Kogel at 
Amsterdam, and A. Herschel Bz. at Sumatra. The object is to plant 
tobacco in the island, to buy and sell tobacco, and carry out all that 
belongs to this branch of commerce. Endeavours are being made to 
establish a steam line between Rotterdam and the Brazils, but the 
financial panic which now prevails at San Francisco is not favourable to 
the development of the project. The Netherland India Gas Company 
announces a dividend of f.22.50 or 9 per cent.

It may be that our relations with China will not be interrupted for 
some time to come, but unquestionably the matter is open to great 
doubts.

like feeling. It seems more than probable that the Chinese have flat- 
tered themsclves that their reverses were owing to defects and defi- 
ciencies in their military system that could be remedied or suppli 
They felt the superiority of our methods of making war, and, over- 
coming their antipathy to new customs, they set to work to copy many 
of our ways and arrangements. They had seen the marvellous effects 
of discipline and good leading upon their own troops during the cam- 
paign againat the rebels, under Gordon ; and it was obvious to them 
that if all their furces were organised and disciplined like those troops 
they could make a much better fight of it than formerly. We cannot 
be astonished, therefore, that the Chinese set to work to ad pa 
their military system, that they established dockyards and arsenals aD 
fortified the points that had proved vulnerable. It may be remem- 
' bered, too, that not very long ago, when Chinese agents came to Eng: 
| land and took away torpedoes for the protection of rivers and harbours 
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in China, it was alleged openly that the Chinese intended when they 
had made their coasts secure to repudiate their treaty engagements 
and to endeavour to drive us out of their country. There can be no 
doubt as to the torpedoes; and the rumour as to their significance may 
have been but too true. The signs in China have all been pointing in 
one direction.

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“THE PENANG ASSOCIATION.” 

Ir must be very gratifying to all who take an interest 
in the affairs of the Straits Settlements to find in the 
Penang Gazette accounts of what seems to be a genuine 
movement among the Penang merchants of all nationali- 
ties to get the interests of their own Colony, and of Pro- 
vince Wellesley close by, better looked after by the Straits 
Government. The present state of affairs is so well known 
to most of our readers that it seems almost surplusage on 
our part to remind them of the disadvantages against 
which Penang and Province Wellesley have in late years 
been forced to contend. As to the latter place, though 
territorially the largest of the districts which make up 
‘the Settlements,” in spite of its ever-increasing and 
mixed population, and in spite of the rich sugar-planta- 
tion and tapioca estates which it has to show, it is not re- 

resented in any way on any public body ; while even

In former 
times, before the transfer from the India-office control 
took place, the Resident Councillor at Penang was a 
genuinely responsible official, possessing power to decide 
and act authoritatively in all purely local affairs. Now, 
we have changed all this ; Penang was in those days much 
smaller and less important than it is at present, yet under 
the new system every question, even of the most trivial 
nature, has to be transmitted to Singapore, 400 miles away, 
to be there considered and dealt with in such manner as 
shall seem most fitting in the eyes of those who are 
either too far off to understand properly the local needs 
of Penang, or perhaps may have interests of their own op- 
posed to those of the sister-dependency. It is not for want 
of efforts that this grievance has not long since been re- 
medied. Application was made some years hack to the 
Colonial-office, in the hope that a Lieutenant-Governor 
clothed with suitable and independent powers for pur- 

oses purely local might be sent to Penang. The Colonial 
Minister did not see his way to granting this request ; the 
fact is, that on a map of Asia the distance between Penang 
and Singapore looks exceedingly small, and while the 
Home Authorities are far from grasping the diversity of 
interests and requirements dividing Penang from Singa- 
pore, they must also have been reluctant to hazard any 
division of authority in a colony but newly formed. From 
some such considerations as these it came to pass that there 
has been no strengthening of. the hands of local govern-: 
ment in Penang, and her merchants consequently describe 
themselves with truth as “ without a pilot to guide their 
‘‘ course, drifting anywhere and everywhere, tossed about 
‘by the opinions of many who know almost nothing of 
“the present capacity, and possibly care still less for the 
‘¢ future of a colony,” which—in proportion to its size— 
promises to become one of the richest in the Far East. It 
will be recollected how, to save a trifling subvention, the 
Home Government, a few years back, positively agreed 
that the P. and O. steamers should cease calling at Pe- 
nang. This example shows us how little is really under- 
stood at home of the wants, value, and tendencies of the Pe- 
nang trade ; and that the Singapore administration, though 
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better informed, is at least equally indifferent is proved 
by the neglect with which many improvement schemes of 
great moment to the Penang community have hitherto 
been treated. Among these are the lighthouse question, 
the erection of a town-hall and of bridges in Province Wel- 
lesley, for all of which Ordinances have passed through 
Council, but which still remain in abeyance. “The Pe- 
nang Association,” which was instituted by the principal 
merchants and traders resident at that port some two 
months ago, is precisely the sort of body required 
to stir public opinion on the spot and to secure 
more diligence, interest, and attention to local re- 
quirements than has hitherto obtained among the offi- 
cials who control the destinies of the colony. The first 
meeting was held on June 23rd, and regret was expressed 
that none of the officers of the Colonial Government took 
part in it ; indeed, one speaker complained at some length 
of the wide breach which, even in a small community like 
Penang, separates the official from the mercantile and 
planting classes. Undeniably such adivision exists— 
whether it is injurious or otherwise, generally, we will not 
now discuss—but so far at any rate as concerns “the 
Penang Association,” we believe they will best discharge 
their functions by keeping clear of all official patronage, 
official interference, or official “‘management.” They are, 
so to speak, “the Opposition,” and may, perhaps, have 
many a fight with those at the head of affairs before their 
career isrun. The Association must rely for its support 
on public opinion, and that public opinion is best secured 
by independence, activity, and instructed familiarity with 
all the bearings of each important local question. 





KASHGAR. 

JUDGING from the tenor of several telegrams which 
have been received during the past few days from St. 
Petersburg, Odessa, and Tashkend, the plot would seem 
to be fast thickening around the Ameer of KASHGAR, and 
the time cannot be far distant when his fortune will be 
made or marred. On the east we hear that he is captunng 
Chinese towns one after another, without resistance on the 
part of the inhabitants. The only Chinese troops any- 
where near him are presumably on the north side of the 
Tien Shan, and have evidently not been able to arrest his 
onward course. The force despatched from China as far 
back as three years ago, with the avowed object of crush- 
ing him, has not yet reached its destination, having been 
obliged, we are told, to stop on its way to build quarters,sow 
grain, and wait for the harvest, in order that it might have 
the means of subsistence. With regard to the troops sent 
since, and for whose equipment and maintenance the re- 
cent Chinese loans were to provide the means, absolutely 
nothing has been heard of their whereabouts. On the east, 
then, YAKOOB KHAN has matters pretty much his own way 
for the time being, but meanwhile a threatening cloud has 
been rising on the west, the ultimate effect of which will 
probably be to make the Ameer decide once for all whether 
he will throw himself into the arms of Russia, and, being 
content to have his kingdom practically merged in that 
mighty Empire, by that means settle for ever the question 
now at issue between himself and the Peking Government. 
Our readers are aware that for some time past an in- 
surrectionary movement has been gradually making 
head in the Khanate of Khokand, which lies be- 
tween Kashgar and that portion of Russian territory of 
which Tashkend is the chief town. As this insurrection 
appeared to threaten Russian interests, and might possibly 
extend to her own possessions in Central Asia, Russia has 
actively intervened in the matter, and has seemingly re- 
solved upon the suppression of the insurrection. Now an 
unpleasant rumour has got abroad, and gained some cre- 
dence in the Khanates, that the rising we refer to has been 
secretly aided and abetted from Kashgar, and this, of 
course, has naturally led the Ameer to fear that the Rus- 
sian officials in his neighbourhood will not forward favour- 
able accounts to St. Petersburg of his disposition towards 
Russia.

CHATHAM DOCKYARD. 

Chatham Dockyard is fast becoming the most important yard 
in the kingdom, and is worthy of a visit from those who are 
interested in the construction of our new ships of war ; some 
splendid specimens are to be seen in course of building there. 
Its interesting old buildings are worth seeing, many of them 
having been erected in 1604. We like to see new brooms 
sweep clean, and it is observable on all sides in a cursory 
walk through the establishment. Captain Fellowes has put 
the yard through a straightening process, and a place for every- 
thing and everything in its place has been organised, even to 
rubbish bins. Old kentledge has been utilised for bricks to 


keep something in its place, a piece of a pier which interfered 
with the navigation of the river has been chopped off and 


utilised at another part of the dockyard to connect the old 
floating battery Trunderer, which is a great acquisition as a 
hulk. This new landing was of great service at the launch of 
the Alerandra, when some 200,000 visitors were accommodatde 
without an accident, a remarkable feat, highly creditable to all 
the officers of the dockyard. 

Amongst the discoveries made in an overhaul of the old 
stores, &c., was a flag of the time of Oliver Cromwell and an 
elaborately-carved wooden chest, taken from a Spanish vessel. 
These relics are now in the hall of the Superintendent’s house. 
The large brass gun taken at the Bogue forts by Admiral 
Seymour and brought home in the Vankin, has been mounted, 
and is an ornament to the entrance of the yard. Passing down 
on the left side is the ropery, the lead-mills, paint-mills, 
rigging-loft, and great store house, about 1,500 feet in lencth. 
Lead is here manufactured for all the home and foreign yards 
—the ropery assisting evonport to do the same; then you 
come to Nos. ] and 2 building sheds—the slips are now con- 
verted into huge iron stores, to accommodate the quantities of 
iron coming into the yard from contractors, and all that manu- 
factured in the yard. Next is No. 1 dock, which is now con- 
verted into a smithery—with two bending presses—for heavy 
armour plates, which are constantly in use, bending the armour 
plates for the Alexandra and Temeraire. 

No 2 dock is occupied by the Temerazre, an ironclad frigate 
of 5,335 tons, 1,000-horse power, eight guns, twelve inches of 
armour. This vessel will be one of the most powerful war ships 
afloat ; her armament consists of four 25-ton guus and four 18- 
ton guns, two of the 25-ton guns being mounted on barbette 
towers, one aft and one forward, having almost an all-round 
fire; the bow fire is from three 25-ton guns, stern fire from one 25- 
ton gun, and broadside fire from three 25-ton guns and two 18-ton 
guns ; she is only 285 feet long, and fitted with twin screws, 
making her one of the most handy ironclads afloat ; her ram, 
which is eight feet long, is made to ship and unship, and is of 
a most formidable description. No.3 dock has a small vessel in 
it under repair ; and No. 4 dock has the Fawn, rebuilding and 
refitting for surveying service on the China station ; she is 
being-fitted with a poop and every modern appliance which can 
be suggested. No. 3 slip is occupied by the Cormorant, screw 
sloop composite, building. No 4 slip is occupied by the Garnet, 
screw composite corvette, building. No. 5 slip is occupied by 
the Luryalus, iron frigate sheathed with wood. No. 6 slip is at 
present used in preparation of material for the Luryalus and 
another large ironclad about to be laid down on No. 7 slip; 


Opposite to the building slips are the manufacturing shop and 
metal mills, where iron is being bloomed all day and all night 
long, the mills rolling copper, Muntz metal, and iron all ve 
long ; all is activity and bustle in the old yard, and a little fur- 
ther down not less so in the new yard, where are the great 
basins and new docks, one of the most splendid works in the 
world. The four docks are each first-class, and the two basins 
already complete contain upwardsof forty acres of basin accom- 
modation ; the third, which is now in progress, will, when com- 
pleted, give Chatham a total accommodation of upwards of 
seventy acres. No. 5 dock is occupied by two paddle-wheel 
steamers and a caisson. No.6 dock is unoccupied at present. 
No. 7 dock has that noble specimen of an ironclad, the Alex 
andra, in it, which vessel is fast completing for commission ; th 
plates are being put in place as fast as possible, the engines and 
masts are in, and the rigging is in progress ; the account of the 
ship was given at the time of launch, and with her two separate 
engines of 700-horse power she is expected to have great speed. 
No. 8 dock has the Pheton and Royalist in process of being 
broken up. This yard is now becoming of great importance ; 
there is a good factory at work, and in a very short time the 
boiler-shed, now in course of erection by convicts, will be ready 
for use. 

There are nearly 4,000 men at work in the constructive, en- 
gineering, and manufacturing departments, 1,200 convicts, 400 
in the works department, and about 400 in the steam reserve, 
making a total of 6,000 in this great establishment, which covers 
an acreage of nearly 540 acres of land and water, or 250 acres 
wore than Portsmouth Dockyard. Amongst the objects of in- 
terest in the factory basin are the Pembroke, steam reserve guard 
ship, with her factory ship astern of her, and the Atlas and Con- 
gueror ahead of her, the former used as an office for the en- 
gineers, the latter as a workshop for the artiticers of the reserve. 
A little further on we find the Lnterprise, Mr. E. J. Reed’s first 
production of an ironclad, and by her side the esolute, Arctic 
ship, which was returned to this country by the Americans on 
her freeing herself from the ice, where she had been abandoned 
some years before. These two vessels lie side by side as equally in- 
teresting specimens of naval architecture of the past ages. There 
are also two large caissons belonging to the Bermuda Dock, but 
of obsolete construction. 

In a few months the lines of the London, Chatham, and 
Dover Railway will be brought into the yard, and will vastly 
increase its capabilities, as well as effect a large saving in the 
transit of material of the vessels now building and completing. 


Aenetary and Commercial. 





The tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received on 
the lst inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted 
were :—To Calcutta, £482,700 ; Bombay, £203,600 ; Madras, 
£13,700. Tenders on all Presidencies at 1s. 9 11-6d. will receive 
about 7 per cent., above, in full. There is consequently aslight 
diminution in the demand for means of remittance to the East. 

The directors of the San Paulo (Brazilian) Railway Company 
(Limited) have resolved to pay a dividend on the share capital of 
the company, for the half-year ended June 50th last, at the rate 
of 12 per cent. per annum, which with the dividend paid in 
April, makes 93 per cent. for the year, carrying forwarc £18,353 
to the reserve fund. 

The directors of the Anglo-Foreign Banking Company 
(Limited) have declared an interim dividend at the rate of 5 per 
cent. per annum, payable on the 6th of September. 

At the half-yearly meeting of the General Steam Navigation 
Company the report was adopted. The accounts showed an in- 
crease in the gross receipts and a decrease in the expenditure, 
and the directors recommended that a dividend of 15s. per share, 
being equal to 10 per cent. per annum upon the original shares, 
should be declared, free of income-tax. 

The directors of the Credit Foncier of England (Limited) have 
made a call of £2 10s. per share, the balance not yet called up, 
on the 100,000 new shares of £5 each, £1 being payable on the 
14th inst., and the remaining £1 103. 0n the 14th Oct. next. 
Accompanying the notice is an explanatory circular to the effect 
that the directors feel themselves compelled in the present state 
of public credit to take this step “in order to carry on the busi- 
ness of the company without being so dependent upon outside 
assistance as they have hitherto been.” The Times remarks :— 
“The question will naturally be asked, What is the business 
which the directors wish to carry on ? Before paying the call we 
think the shareholders would do well to appoint a committee of 
investigation.”

sent coastwise for export, and 5,926 1b. was for ships’ stores. | 
The duty received amounted to £51,498, against £51,947 in | 
the previous weck, or nearly 1 per cent. less. | 

There is a peculiarity in tlre tea trade bronght out in the re- 

rt of the Commissioners of Customs which deserves notice. 
All the tea that is imported into the United Kingdom is brought 
to the Port of London. In 1474 we imported 162,742,110 lbs., 
and of this 162,404,564 Ibs. came to London. This convergence 
of the tea trade upon London is comparatively modern. Ten 
years ago 3,700,000 Ibs. were imported into Liverpool, the total 
importation being then 121,000,000 Ibs. The duty is not all 

aid in London because the tea is brought to this port. More 
than 31,000,000 lbs. were last vear re-exported without paying 
duty at all, and 36,000,000 Ibs, were removed under bond to other | 
ports of the Kingdom, from which they vere cleared by grocers 
and teadealers. The fact that all the tea that comes to England 
is brought to London is a proof that there is some advantage in 
this concentration of the trade, but the completeness of the con- 
centration is most remarkable, especially when it is found that 
about 2,600,000 Ibs. were landed in London and sent imme- 
diately by railway from London to Liverpool for export to 
America without levying of duty. 

The Committee of the Glasgow Stock Exchange have taken a 
step long desired, but which the Committee of the London Stock 
Exchange have hitherto avoided—they have formally expressed 
disapproval of the dealings in prospective dividends of railway 
companies, and have refused to recognise such transactions, or to 
allow them to take place during the business meetings of the 
association. A wish has frequently been expressed that these 
dealings might be deprived of official sanction in London, and 
since the Stock Exchange Committee are now understood to have 
determined on taking very high ground as guardians of public 
morality they cannot do better than follow the example set in a 
quarter where speculation has not hitherto been regarded with 
much disfavour.
